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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 84 and 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Savicki, Sr. (6431754). 

Savicki, Sr. discloses a method and apparatus for manufacturing a flexible 
recloseable container, comprising: providing a pair of inter-lockable fastener strips (121 , 
fig. 1), a web of flexible film (B, fig. 7), and a plurality of sliders (132, fig. 7), placing the 
plurality of sliders on the pair of inter-lockable fastener strips (121 ), fusing together a 
portion of the fastener strips at a plurality of locations (134, fig. 7) and attaching the 
inter-lockable fastener strips to the web of flexible film after placing the plurality of 
sliders and after the fusing at a plurality of locations at station 2 in fig. 7 (see col. 5, lines 
60-67), which meets all the claimed limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 85 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Savicki, 
Sr. (6431754) in view of Herrington et al. (5020194). 

Savicki Sr. discloses an apparatus for attachment to a flexible, recloseable bag 
having a width, comprising a pair of inter-lockable fastener strips (121 , fig. 1 ) having a 
length, and a plurality of sliders (132, fig. 7) coupled to the fastener strips, wherein the 
fastener strips are fused together at a plurality of positions (see fig. 7) along the length, 
each fused position being spaced apart from adjacent said fused positions by about the 
width of a bag (see fig. 7). 

Savicki, Sr., as mentioned above, discloses all the claimed limitations, except for 
the fastener strips being notched at plurality of positions. 

However, Herrington et al. teach the fastener strip (19, 20, fig. 15) being notched 
(15b, 16b, fig. 15) to provide a leak-proof closure for the bag (see col. 5, lines 25-35). 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to having provided the fastener strip being notched as taught by 
Herrington et al. in the apparatus of Savicki, Sr. for attachment to a flexible, recloseable 
bag to provide a leak-proof closure for the bag. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 84-86 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
